Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,4-9, 11-12, 14-23, 25-28, 33-37, 39-43, 45-50 and 52-75 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The bulk of applicant's claims are drawn substantially to prior art embodiments 
including a capacitor, but can be distinguished from the prior art by capacitor claim 
elements drawn to "substantially" the shape of a "cone," in the context of other claim 
limitations, wherein a "cone" is defined by its plain meaning as a shape formed by a 
360° rotation of a right triangle around its base. 

The search of prior art was limited to a search for substantially cone-shaped 
parts of a capacitor (such as the claimed "first plate"), with the term "cone" being 
interpreted by the dictionary definition, and with text search strategy limited to 
documents including terms like "conical," "conic," and "cone," for example. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
